N the countrye of Sardinia, there is a 

certaine beaſt which they call Muflo 
the like whereof is not in all Europe be⸗ 
ſyde. It hath the ſkinne and heares like 
vnto a Deare oꝛ an Hart, hoznes like vie 
to a Ram, not longe but croked and ben» 
ding backward about the eares, in bignes 
bee mape be compared to a Bucke, it fees 
deth vpon graſle ouelye and herbes, and 
keepeth moſte aboute mountatnes, verye 
Cwifc in ruuning, and his fleſhe is good to 
be eaten» There be no Molues in this 
councrye,no2nohurcfull kinde of vermin, 
fowle, oz beaſt beſpde the Foxe, which 2 
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al foure footed beaſtes there. is moſt burt 
fall, being of like bignes to other Foxes 
of Italpe. In Sardinia a Foxe will kill a 
very ſtrong Weather oz Ram, a Goate 
a Calfe, Some wzite that in this cauntry 


there is no ſerpẽ̃t oꝛ any venemous thing, Foxes; 


but peſtilent ayze which cometh thzoughe 
cozruptpuddels and waters: Alſo there 
is founde in this cauntrye a certaine herbe 
like vnto Baulme gentle,whereofifanpe 
man ſhall eate much, he ſyail periſhe and 
dye laughinge. Some [ape that is a foun⸗ 
taine and ſpzing in Sardinia whoſe waters 
doth repzoue theeues and robbers after 
this ſozte, If a theete ſweareth that hee 


' bath not committed the thefte,  waſheth 


bis handes oz eyes with the water of that 


. fountaine,by and by he is made blinde and 


ſo hee map be kuowen, but if hee hach not 
done the felonye, his eyes are made moze 
bright and clearer then they were bekoꝛe.

is helped by vom ttinge with eatinge of 
Antes, the yong foz fourteent dayes ſpace 
is oppꝛeſſed with ſuche heauynes oz ſleepe 
that they cannot be awaked oꝛ ftpzred vp 
krom their dzowlpe heauines neither with 
picking noz with woundinge, and in this 
meane ſpace of fleepinge they ware fatte 
marueplouſlp. After fourtene dayes ſpace 
they awake from ſleepe,and begin co licke 
their koꝛmer pawes, and ſo liue they foꝛ a 
time, g it is not manifeſt with what kinde 
of meate they ſhould liue vntill the ſpzing 
time, but then they begin to runnt abzode, 
aud feede of the ponge ſpzinges and trees, 
and ſofte tender herbes, meete fo2 their 
mouthes. In this Countrye of Muſs 
couia, there is great ſoze of the beſt furs 
and [kinncs, and that is their chiefe mars

Licurgus. 


Icurgus was a noble Philoſopher of 
Sparta in Greece, who erected a ciuill 
eſtite of the Cittye with his noble inſti⸗ 
tutes and Lawes, whereas befoze times 
of all the Grecians, the Lacedemonians 
were woꝛſt nurtered. Licurgus takinge 
the matter boldlye in hande, did abzogate 
all their la wes, inſtitutes and old rytes of 
Ipuinge, and did erecte a great deale moze 
ciuiil oꝛdinaunces and moze commendas 
ble. Firſt there was xxbiii.Segnioꝛs ee 
lectec. which Goulde pꝛouide that the po⸗

ether. and alſo that they which had þ 
oulde not go aboute anpe tyꝛannye. 
pe toke away vtter ly all vſe ol golde, and 
ſiluer, and bꝛought in money of Iron, and 
chen was all occaſton of felonye and ſtea⸗ 
ling taken awaye. The y2on whereof hee 
made his money, being as red as fyꝛe, bet 
put out in vineger, that it migbt be meete 
fo2nothinge after ward thꝛoughe his ſoft- 
neg. ee calt out of che Cittpe all artes as 
vnpꝛo⸗ 
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vnpꝛolitable fox that purpoſe, and pet moll 
parte ol Artiliters when the vle of Golve 
was taken a wap, departed from thence of 


their owne accozdes3ſeinge that pzon mo⸗ 


ney was not in vſe amongeſt other natids. 
Then that he might the better take away 
all luxurye and t ioting out ol the City he 
appointed tommon meetinges at bankets 
and feaſtes ; that pooze and riche indifle⸗ 
rently might meete togethet at theit fegs 
ſtes and feede all vppon the lame kinde of 
bãket. Hereby there was inflathed greate 
inger of thoſe that wete wealthy e migb⸗ 
tye , and they falling vpon Licurgus with 
greate fozce , taWfed him to loſe one ot his 
eyes with the bldwe of a ſfaffe « TUhett« 
foze a law was made that the Lacedemo- 
nians ſhould no moe enter into their fea- 
ſtes with a ſkaffe , Euerpe one gatie peate⸗ 
ive to this feaſt, one buſhell of flower, viits 
gallons of wpne;five pound of cheeſe;flue 
pounde and a halfe of figs « Childzen vis 
frequente this as a ſchole oꝛ exerciſe of all 
temperancpe and ciuill viſcipline ; there 
they div learne co acruſtome theimſelues 
with ciuill talkes, and to dle honefte paſts 
times; ais to iell and be meetye withoute 
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knauerye. Their virgins were exerciſep 
with running, wꝛeſtlinge, barriers,com 


ip mouinge, and geſture, with guaytinge, 


caſtinge of the bowle, hamer, oz ſuch like, 
ſo that idlenes and effeminate delicatnes 
taken awape, tbey waxed the ſtronger to 
tolerate and ſuffer the paine of childbea⸗ 
ring. Childzen after they were ſeuen pea⸗ 


res of age; bad their exerciſes with their 


equalles, of and neceſſitye did learne let 
ters, thep were notted and ſho2ne to the 
verpe ſkinne, they wente barefoote at xi. 
peares of age, they might put on one coate 


after the countrye faſhion , they neyther 


Knew bathes noz fomentacions, they toke 
their reſt in beds made with reedes, they 
mightego tothe feaſtes of their elders, F 
betters, and there if that they did ſteale a⸗ 
ny thinge and were taken with the thekte, 
they were coꝛrected with whipps, not be; 
cauſe it was bulawfull to Neale, but be⸗ 
cauſe they did it not pzinilye enough wich 
craft and ſubtijygh, Licurgus remouinge 
all ſuperſticis , itted the dead bodies 
to be burped in the Citty, and alſo to haut 
their monuments about the Temples.

Senate, oz to create what officers they 
would. Theſe Lawes and new inſtitutes 
becauſe they feemed harde and ſtraight in 
compariſon of their looſe cuſtomes any 
Lawes befoze vſed, hee fained Apolloof 
Dehphos to be the authoꝛ ot them and that 
bee had them from thence . At the laſt to 
geeue eternitpe and perpetuitye to hys la⸗ 
wes, he bounde the whole Cittye with an 
oth that they ſhould chaũge none of thoſe 
thinges which he had enacted and pzeſcri- 
bed befoze that hee did retourne againe, 
X ſaping 
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ſapinge that he would goto the Oꝛacle at 
Delphos to aſkecounſaile what might be 
chaunged 0} added to his Lawes. 

De toke his iournepe tothe Ille of Crete, 
and there liued in baniſhmente. Hee com⸗ 
maunded alſo dying that his bones ſhouly 
be caſt into the ſea leaſt that þ Lacedemo« 
niãs if they were bzoughe to Sparta, ſhould 
thincke themſelues abſolued and diſchar⸗ 
ev of their othe that they made, fo2 the 
not chaunging of his lawes.

in the funerals ol him, and ther is no mee⸗ 
ting noz aſſemble of Magiſtrates, but con» 
tinuall weepinge and lamentation, and in 
this they agre wich the Perſians that wbt 
the king is dead he that ſuccedeth,diſchas 
geth kram all decs whoſoeuer oweth anpe 
thing tothe king oz to the comms wealth, 
Amonge the Perſians he that was created 
king, dib remit to euery Citpe the ele 
which was due,

S oOlonmade a lawep thoſe which were 
condemned ok paracide, and of affected 
tyꝛannp, ſhould neuer be receiued into any 
office, not onely theſe he excluded kram 
all kinde of dignity but ſuch alſo as would 
follow neither part when any tumulte oꝛ 
ſedition were in the Cittye, thinking it to 
be the parte ol an ill Citizen when hee had 
pꝛouided well fo2 his owne ſafety, to baut 
care o2 reſpect of common affapzes. This 
alſo was a ſtraunge decree ot his making, 
that ſuch womẽ as had huſbands nothing 
meete koꝛ benerous actes, ſhould take one 
whom they would choſe, of their huſvavs 
kinlfgkes withoute daunger. Þe fozbad 
lamentacion and mourntnge in another 
mans funeral, # that the ſonne ſhould not 
giue auy helpe oz refreſhing to his father 
if ſo be þ he cauled him not to be W 
E. liii. vy 
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bp in ſome arte neceſſary fo the vſe of life, 
and that there ſhould be no care betwixte 
the parents and them that were bozne ba⸗ 
ſtardes and invnlawfull matrimonpe. 
Fo? he that doth not kepe himleife chaſte 
from the companye of harlots,voth plain» 
Ive declare that he hath no care of the pꝛo⸗ 
creation ofchildzen, but of libidious plea⸗ 
ſures, and doth depziue himſelfe of his 
juſt rewarde, He woulde haue a common 
adulterer taken in adulterpe to be ſlaine 
{cot free withoute anye daunger. Whoſos 
euer did violentlye miſuſe anye maydes oz 
birgins, bee would haue them mulcted o2 
amexced with ten grotes, the which was 
agreatſumme ofmoney of his copne, 
Woholoeyer had bzoughte a wolfe by him 
oyercome, ſhoulde haue fine grotes to be 
gathered ofthe comminalty,and if it were 
a ſhe wolke, be ſhould haue but one grote. 
It was a cuſtome amongeſt the Atheni⸗ 
ans, to perſęcute that beaſt which was as 
well burcfyll to their catell as natheir 
fields, ge commaunded that the childzen 
of thole which periſhed in warre, ſhoulde 
be bzoughtvpand taughte of the common 
charge, wherewith many being incoura⸗ 
{ | _ 


ged, did ſloutly and manfully fight in bats 
taile. Me would alſo that wholgeuer loſte 
his epes in battaile, ſhould be bzought vp 
and kepte of common charges. Pe made & 
Lawe alſo, that hee ſhoulde not haue the 
wardlhip of the childe, to whom the inbe⸗ 
ritaunce might come after the death ofthe 
child, And that whoſoeuer thzuſt oute as 
nother mang epe, that he ſhoulde loſe both 
his fo2 it. Another law of his was, that nao 
man ſhould take away that which he laid 
not there, and if anye did the contrarpe, it 
ſhould be iudged a capital offence. If the 
Pyzince were taken oꝛ found dꝛonken, that 
he ould dye fo2 it. He permitted honye & 
ware to be carped into other countrpes, 

Pee thought no man meete to be free of a 
Cittye, but the craktes man which came 
with bis whole familpe to Athens, oz els 
was baniſhed from his owne countrye. 


Ofche warres and ma- 
yi ners of the Turkes, 


T Ve Turkes haue a marueplous cele- 
rity in doing, a conſtancy in daungers 
and obleruation of the Emppꝛe. "__ 
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well ſwimme ouer verp deepe and daunge⸗ 
raus waters, they paſſe ouer ſtraung hils, 
and being commaunded they go thzoughe 
thicke and thinne headlonge, hauinge no 
regarde of their liues, but ofthe Emppꝛe. 
Molt apt and readpe to ſuffer faſtinge and 
watchinge. There is no ſedition amongeſt 
them, no tumult. They vſe hozrible ſofids 
and not outcryes in warre, in their tentes 
inthe nighte time, there is ſuch diligence 
ſilence , that they had rather ſuffer their 
pꝛiſoners toeſcape , then to moue any tus 
mult. The Turkes of all kinde of people, 
are ſayde at theſe dapes to vſe moſte laws 
full fightinge, ſo that it is no maruaple 
whye their common wealth continuech ſo 
longe , and encreaſech fo much that their 
Nation is almoſt inuincible , excepte they 
bedeſtroped by ſome plague oz peſtilence, 
oz ciuill diſcoꝛde. The ſouldiers have an 
honeſt kinde ok apparell. In their ſaddles 
and bzidels, there is no curious ſuper flui⸗ 
type. No man goeth armed but in the time 
of warre. Their weapons are bzoughte 
afcer they in burdẽs, thep vſe no banners 
no? ſtanderdes,; but in the toppes of their 
Jauelins they haue certaine * of 

: diners 
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viuers.colours hanginge, whereby 

Captaine is knowen from an other. 

Thep vſe the dzumme and the fluite to cal 
and moue men ta fighte . They pꝛaye fo 
their ſouldiers in every congregation any 
ſolempne meetinge, but rather foz ſuch as 
haue dyed foz their countrep, calling them 
happpe and bleſſed, that they dyed not at 
home in the lamentation of their wines, 
and childzen, but abzaade amongeſt theyz 
:nnempes weapons, and terrible nopſes. 
They wzite and deſcribe the viccozies of 
-hey2 aunceſtours, thep ſinge and extoll 
them being wiitten,fo they thincke their 
ſouldiers mindes to be much encouraged 
by theſs meanes. Thep doe ſoabho2rs 
pictures and engraued Images, that vp 
pon ſuch cauſes the call the Chʒiſtians Js 
dolaters. They haue no belles, no2 pet do 
faffer p Chꝛiſtiaus abiding amdgeſt them 
'o haue bells. They neuer play foʒ money 
0} any other thinge, but ſuch as be founde 
playing be greeuouſly ſlaundzed in euerye 
mans mouth, No man of what ate oz 
degree ſoeuer he bee, deſireth ta ſitte on a 
benche; but they lye downe and ſit on the 
earch like childzen, wich a verpe camelpe 
2 foldinge 
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5 folding of their garmentes vnder them. 


- The table whereon they ferde fo2 the mol 
part is pzepared of an oxe bide,ozan harts 
ſkinne, vnd2eſſed and roughe wich beare 
ftilt,ba uing the roundnes of foure o2 ſtue 
hande bzeadthes . No man entreath into 
any houſe,church, o2 other place wherein 
they mult ſitte, vnleſſe his ſhoes bee of, be« 
cauſe it is accompted an vnhoneſt and vne 
detent pointe fo2 any man to ſitte with his 
Hoes on his feete, andcherefoze they vſe a 
kinde of ſhoes, that mape caſlye be put on 


and of. The place where they lit eyther at 


dome 02 inthe Churches, is ſtre wed and 
tauered either wich tapeſtrye clothes, oz 
dzoade cloth oz ruſhes, and ſometimes foz 
the moplfure and vncleanes of the place 
they haue bourdes and Tables, 
The garmentes both of men and women 
are large and longe enoughe, open in the 
fo2mer parte. They haue great care in 
empting the belly and making vꝛine, that 
they tourne not their faces towardes the 
South, which way they are alwapes wbe 
to looke pzayinge . They take alſo greate 
beede leaſt any man ſhould ſee their filthi- 
ntx in diſcharging nature. n

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from wine as their lawes doth commaſive 
them becauſe it is a pꝛouoker of all vncle⸗ 
annelle and vice, and pet may they lawtul⸗ 
ly eate grapes.

copulatio,# natural euacuatid,ercept they 
baue bin ſick 02 trauayling abꝛoad If they 
wante water to do this, which is ſeldome 
ſeene, becauſe in enerpCitey,thep baue bas 
thes — flowinge, then they wipe 
any 
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and rub them otherwiſe. Euery pere the 
faſte a whole moneth and a weeke moſte 
ſtraightly; in che daptime neither eatinge 
noꝛ dꝛinking any thing, noz yet hauing any 
coniunction with women, but after the 
Sunne ſet, vntill the Sunne ryſinge the 
next day, they fill themſelues with meate 
and dꝛincke and benerous pleaſnre, in the 
ende df this ſolemne feaſte, they celebzate 
the feaſt called the Paſch in reniembzance 
of Abrahams Ramme which appeared in 
ſteede of his Sunne at the Sacrifice, and 
ofacertaine nighte wherein they ſuppoſe 
the Alcozane was geeuen from heauen, 
Their pꝛieſtes do not much differ from che 
laitye,no2 their Churches from c6mmon 
houſes, It is ſufficient toknow the booke 
which is called Alcorane,and ſuchthings 
as appertaiue to pꝛaper add obſeruaunce 
ofthe Lawe. They lacke not their rea- 
dinges and fkuvies ot artes and ſciences. 
They haue no care of chutches no! ſoules 
departed, They houe no Sacraments no2 
obſeruation of reliques , holye veffels noꝛ 
alters, bat thep are attente and diligente 
in looking to their childꝛen, their wines 
lamilpe, to tillage ot the grounde, to mar⸗ 
chandize 
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*handize, to huntinge, and like exerciſes, 
herewith life is maintapned. They bee 
free from ſeruitude and exactions, theſe 
pꝛieſts be honoured of every body as men 
that knowes the ceremonſes of the lawes 
haue the government of Churches, c can 
inſtruct others. They haue many ſcholes 
and places ot exerciſe , wherein ſuch poli⸗ 
ticke Lawes are taugbte, as haue beene 
made by their Pꝛinces fo2 che adminiſtra⸗ 
tion ofthe common wealth, and defence of 


| the Countrye , wherein they that p2ofite 


jome of them are made rulers in Eceleſi⸗ 
aſticall matters, and ſome be ſeculer mas 
giſtrates, there be alſo in that ſecemanye

named with honeſtye, koʒ they are compel⸗ 
led tofollow{hem with a veſſell of water 
when they goto diſcharge the bellye, and 
thole partes. Other be kept at mapdeus 
woꝛkes, as ſpinning aud bakinge. 

When the Turkes haue gotten any pong 
pꝛiſoners; they vage them with thzeates

Wherefozethe noble men, the 
pꝛieſtes aud the learned ſozte, which paſſe 
auer their liues in quietnes and idlenes, 
whenloener they chaunce into their han⸗ 
des, they are thoughte moſt myſerable of 
all, fo the marchaunte ſeller ofthem can 
not abide when he ſeech no p2ofite to come 
of them no2 anp good ſale to be made. 
Thele go with theyꝛ feete and heave vnco⸗ 
uered, and foxthe moſte parte with naked 
bodies, thꝛoughe theſnowe, andvpon the 
ſtones, both winter and ſommer they are 
enfozced to trauaile, and there is no ende 
ok theſe myſeries, befoze that eyther thep

lo happy of what condition ſoeuer bee be, 
oꝛ of what age, beauty oꝛ arte he bee that 
they wil lay him, being ſicke in his io ꝛnep.

is compelled to go with ſtripes, and ik hee 
cannot ſo do, he is ſet vpon ſom pong beaſt, 
and there if he cannot ſit, he is bound with 
bis body flatte euen like vnto a packe 02 a 
burden, ik he dyeth they take away his clo⸗ 
hes and caſt him into þ nexte ditch 02 val⸗ 
lep foꝛ dogs and Rauens.

not, he ſpopleth them ok al wealth and dig 
nitye and maketh them verye mockinge 
ſkockes in beggerye. The Turkes take 
alſo oute of the Chziſtian Churches all 
bells, oz ganes, and other inſtrumentes of 
mulicke, and after they haue pꝛopbaned þ 
Churches they conſecrate them to Mahu⸗ 
met. They leaue pooze and ſmall. Chap⸗ 
ples to the Chziltians, where they may do 
their holyſeruice, not openly but in ſilence, 
the which ik they fall by anye earthquake, 
02 be ruinous by anye ſodeine fper it is not 
lawfull to repaire them againe, but thꝛo⸗ 
ugbe great lummes of money geeuen.

charge alſo where they pape foꝛ euery one 
in their familye a ducate, and if the parens 
tes be not able to pape, they are compel⸗ 
led to (ell their childꝛen to ſeruile offices, 
other bounde in chaines doe begge from 
doze todooze to get their fees to diſcharge 
the exaction, and if they cannot by theſe 
meanes pape it, thep muſte be contente to 
ſuffer perpetual empziſonmente, Thoſe 
captiues that goe aboute to flye awape if 
they go into Europe, they haue the eaſier 
flighte , ſeinge that nothinge is to hinder 
their palſage, but certaine waters which 
are paſſed over eallye, and this doe they 
moſte attempte in Harueſte time, becauſe 
then they maye hide them in the coꝛne and 
liue thereby: in the nighte time they take 
their flight, and in the daye time —_ ; 
them 
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them felues in woodes and puddlep oz in 
the coꝛne, and had rather bee deuoured of 
wolues, and other beaſtes then to be ſente 
againe to their olde maiſters. But they 
which into Aſia take their flighte, go ſirit᷑ 
to Helleſſpont betwixte Callipolis and þ

Then they are gotten otter the Sea, 
they ſeeke vnto the mountains, and behol⸗ 
dinge the Pole, they take their iourneys 
towards the Nozth. In their bũger they 
refreſhe themſelnes with ſalted herbes. 
A manye runne awaye together, in ths 
2. nights 
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— time they inuade heepeheards and 
flea them, and take away all ſuch meate 
dzincke as they finde, but yet manpe times 
they themſelues be flaine of the ſheepe⸗ 
beardes,o02els taken of them, and ſo deli⸗ 
tered to their old maiſters to all kinde of 
ſeruitude: and the greater nomber is cons, 
ſumed with daungers, foz few eſcape free 
and ſafe , becauſe they periſhe either by 
ſhipwꝛacke, oz by deuouring of beaſtes,oz 
by their ennemies weapons, oz els by fa⸗ 
mine, when as it chaunteth that they after 
their running away make any long abode 
in the woods. Many kindes of puniſhe 
mentes are p2epared, deuiſed and appoin⸗ 
ted fo2 fugitiues, and ſuch as runne away, 
fo2 ſome beinge hanged by the feete are 
mol? cruellye tozmented with whips, and 
they that committe homicide oz murtber, 
haue the ſooles of their feete cutte with a 
ſharpe knife in many ſlyces and cuttings, 
vnd after they are ſo cut the woundes bee 
rubbed and ſpꝛinckled with ſalt,and ſome 
baue a greate iron coller with a gallowes 
of iron, which they mull beare foz a longe 
time both dayes and nights, 
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Of Tantalus. 

T Antatlus was a kitge of Phrygia exe 
tedinge couetous whom the Poets 
kaine to haue bidde the Gods to a banket, 
and he beinge deſirous to make a triall of 
their deitye, when they appeared at his 
houſe in mens likenes, did flea his owne 
ſonne Pelops and ſet him bifoze them to 


be eaten as meate, geuinge the fleſhean o · 
ther name vnto them, who vnderſkanding 


his hozrible acte, did not onelye abſtaine 


from eating thereof, but alſo gathering p 
partes of the child together, bzought him 
to life againe. Foz this offence Jupiter 
caſte him into hell, and enioyned him this 
puniſhmente: that hee ſhoulde continue in 
moſt cleare water, and ſtand hp in it euen 
to his neether lippe, and that moſt good iy 


apple trees bearing moſt lweete and redoe | i 
lent fruit, ſhould hang ouer him and itouch e 


his mouth almoſte, the which thinges as 
ſoone as hee ſhoulde go aboute to taſte off, 
they ſhould flye from him, and ſo they did, 
that, betweene the apples and the water, 
bee conſumed with famine and thyzſt, and 


was cozmented with great penurpe, even Þ* 
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la pꝛeſente pieneye. Mhereok a pꝛouerbe 
hath ſpzong,tocal it Tantalus puniſhmẽt, 
when as they which haue goods enough, 
on ble them.

ther koꝛe it was actompted amongeſt 5. 7.

makinge and þ of all Aſia, ꝶ ſet in a miry 
ground, koz theanoyding of earthquakes, 
there were 127. pillers in it made oftheir 
inges one by — which were in heighte 
50. foote,wheteof 36. were carued wyth 
Imarueilous wozkemanchtp. Che lengt 


| of the whole Chureh was 425. fette ; an 


the bzeadth 220. 
All chat coke this Church fo: ſanctuary, 
had greate immunities. and pztuiledgess 
ere were alſo lo manpe giktes and mo⸗ 
numents 
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numentes giuen to this Church from all 
Nations and Cittpes, that none in all the 
wozld might be compared to it in wealth, 
S. Baule pꝛeached at Epheſas iii. yeares 
and conuerted many tothe fapth.S. John 
alſo the Euangeliſt died in this Cittye. 

But this ſumptuous temple was deſtrop⸗ 
ed and ſet on kper in the raigne of Galienꝰ 
the Emperour, by one Eroſtratus whoe 
doing manye notable feates in warre and 


otherwiſe, when he perceiued that he got 
no reward noz renowne thereby, to ane 


a continuall remembꝛaunte of his flagitte 
ous and hozrible act, did with greate fiers 
and monſtrous flames,conſame this faire 
Church,aad bꝛougbt it to aſhes,thinking 
there by to be remembzed in perpetuiepe: 
and pet bie was decciued, fo2 there were 
general edictes and pꝛoclamations made, 
that no man vpon paine of death ſhoulde 
pꝛeſume once to put his name in any wp⸗ 
ting oꝛ Chzoniclezto the intent vᷣ he mig he 


haue bin buried with euerlaſting oblin id. 


Of Artemiſia the 


wyfe of Mauſol us. 
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1 N the Citty called Halicarnaſſus, Ar- 
temiſia p Queene erected a ſumptuous 
tombe in the honour of her huſband Mau⸗ 
ſolus. which was done with ſuch a pompe 
and magtiificentp,thac it wasnombzed as 
one of the ſeuen wonders of the woꝛlde. 
This woman maruaplouſlpe lamentinge 
the veath of het huſbande , and inflamed 
with incredible deſire & affection towards 
him, tooke his bones and athes.and mins 


| pled theim together and bet them to pou⸗ 


der with {weete ſytces , and put it in was 
ter, and djuntke it off, and manye other 
ſtraunge ſignes ok incredible loue ate ſain 
to baue bin in her, after this fo} the perpe⸗ 
tuall renienibzaunce of her buſbande, ſher 
cauſed to be made aSepulcher of maruey 
tons tvozſentanfhip in foone, which hath 
din famoyis and muthe ſpoken offall men 
till our dapes, and this was in heighte 25. 
tubites, and compaſſed with xxrvi.goodly 
pillers. This daine cothifozt could not take 


aàwapy oute ofthe Queenes bꝛeaſt the con- 


ceined griefe and ſozrow of her bulband, 
but that ſhoꝛtlye after thee her ſelfe pelded 
ber ſoule and liłe, as uumeete to tarrye ał⸗ 
ter his death.

Ardanapalus was king of the Aſſirianis 


whoſe Epitaphe had theſe wozvs in the 
Aſſirian tongue: Sardanapalus the ſonue 
of Anecendaraſſis erected in one dap An- 
chiala and Tarſus two goodly Cittyes. 
Cate, dzincke and plape. | 
Theſe wozdes as Cicero ſaythmighte 
haue bin waitten vpd the Sepulchet of an 
Oxe, and not of a king. Þe was a moltcf» 
feminate man giuen to all kinde o Tut: 
xpe, and was not aſhamed to ſpin amdiett 
Common harlots and in womens veſture 
and attyꝛe, to excel al others in laſciuiouſ⸗ 


ges. CWherefoze the Aſirtans'dildapning 
to obepe and ſubfecte themſelues to ſuch a 
feminine Paince , tebelled and made war 
againſt him, who beinge onercome wente 
into his Pallace,# there makinge a great 
fier caftehimſelfe auu afl higriches into 
fer and ſo ended his life, . |

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P Enteſilea the Queeneof þ Amazones 
which were womenabhozringe men, e 
pꝛactiſinge all warlicke affapzes did noble 
deedes of manlpe pꝛoweſſe at the deſtruc⸗ 
tion of Trope. Some ſape that they han 
their beginninge of che Scpthians after 
this ſozte» Certaſne Scpthians being d2ts 
uen from their countrye with their wines 
and remapyniuge in the coaſtes of Cappa⸗ 
docia vſing to rob and ſpoile þ bozderers, 
were deſtroped at the length by conſpira⸗ 
eye and diſceite. The wiues that followey 
their huſbandes and ſeing that they were 
lefte alone, tooke weapons and defendey 
their bozders, and alſa moved warre as 
gainſt their neighbours,they had no mind 
at all to marrye with their neighbours, 
calling it a ſeruitude and not matrimony, 
a ſinguler example ok al ages, they encrea⸗ 
ſed their common wealth withoute huf* 
bands, and that one might not ſeeme moze 
bappye then another, they ſlewe ſuch huſ⸗ 
bands as remapned at home. At the 
lengthe when they had gotten peace by 
fo:ce of armes, they bſed the ſociety of me 
in the Countrpes by theym, leaſte theyꝛ 
whole Nation ſhould periſhe fo2 lacke ot 
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mMocreation,and if any men childzen were 
bojnethep deffroyed them, and their pong 
women and mapdes did not vle ſpinninge 


noz cardinge, but hunting and handlinge 


their weapõs, ſo that euery female childs 
bꝛeaſte was ſered and bunte awape, leaſt 
they might be hindzed ther by in ſhooting, 
wherof they toke that name and were cal⸗ 


led Amazones. They conquered a greate 


part of Europe and did occupy many Cit⸗; 
ties in Aſta, they had two Queenes, Mars 
theſia and Lampedo, which deuiding their 
armp into two partes, kepte their battels 
with great wealth and ſtrẽgth, dekending 
their bozders ſtoutly. They did builde E⸗ 
phelus and Smpzna in Aſta the leſſe, and 
didinhabite the chicke Citty in Cappado⸗ 
cia. Some [aye that in ſome places amon⸗ 
get them they had huſbands, and that the 


women did beare all the rule and did all 


common bulines and that the men did 
keepe charge at home like women, obep⸗ 
ing the women in all thinges.

In 
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1 N the ille of Cypꝛus Martes are com. 

monly ſeene to ſwim in flockes ouer the 
Dea in a ſtraight oꝛder laying their heads 
vppon the buttockes of thoſe that goe be» 
koze, and thus they go by courſe. They ſee 
no lande but pet thep ſwim in the ſauoure 
of it, the males haue hoꝛnes : and of al kind 
of beaſtes euerpe peare at an accuſfomey 
time in the ſpꝛinge they looſe them, theres 
fore that dap that they loſe them, they go 
into deſart places and hide themſelnes as 
thinges that haue loſte their weapons: in 
eight monethes the females bzing foozth 
ponge they exerciſe their zonge with run⸗ 
ninge, and teach them to thincke vpon fly⸗ 
ing away. They leave them toharde and 
bnacceſſible places and ſhewe them bows 
toſkippe and leape: but pet it is a (imple 
beaſt and aſtonied at the marueplinge at e⸗ 
uerye thinge, ſoe that when a Hoꝛſe oz a 


Stere commeth neare, they do not marke 


the man that is huntinge at hand, o2 els if 
they perceiue a manne they wonder at his 
bowes and arrowes. They beare ſignes 
of their age in their hoꝛnes, and foz euerpe 
peare they baue the encreaſe of a bzaunch . 
in their * untill they be lixe pea- 
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peares of age, and after that time the like 
doth ſpzing vp againe. Aud after this their 
age cannot bee diſcerned , but olde age is 
knowen by their teeth.

A done, Foꝛ he accuſtomed and taught a Doue ta 
be fedde, and fetch meate at bis eares, the 
which Doue his moſte ſubtile and craftye 
maiſter called the holy Ghoſte. Me pꝛea⸗ 
ched openly and made his bzagges like a 
molt lying villen that this Doue did ſhew 
dnto him the moſt ſecrete counſel of God, 
as often as the ſimple fowle did flpe vnto 
his eares fo2 nouriſhmẽt. Þis wyfe being 
now deade, left him her heyze and all that 
ſhe had, ſo that he encreaſed in wealth and 
authozitye dailye, and beganne to make a 
newe Lawe by the belpe of his mayſter 
Sergius and certaine Jewes his compas 
nions, bozrowing ſome thinges of the He⸗ 
bꝛewes and ſome thinges of the Chyiftias 
diſcipline , hee did write in a certafne vo⸗ 
lume all the lawes of his newe ſecte , the 
which booksname is Alcozant that booke 
not manpe peares agoe hath come inte 
Paint. And that he might the moze craftee 
Ipe deceiue his people aud Nation geeuen 
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to the bellye and to ſleepe, hee bzoughte vp 
and fed a certaine Bull which was vſey 
onelye to take foode at the handes of Pas 
bumet, hee bounde a booke betwirte his 
boznes, and the ſimple people lookinge as 
boute, with an higbe voyce, hee called the 


Bull oute ofa ſecrete place, and when her g Bull 


with his babling tongue had vttered mas» 
nye thinges concerning bis lawes, ſoden⸗ 
Iye the Bull ſtarte foxthe and onerthzows 
inge manye in his haſtye comminges, hee 
lapeth towne the booke in the handes of 
Mahumet as it had bin a gifte ſente from 
beauen» The which he recepuing wpch 
much honour did immediatlye interpꝛete 
manpe thinges out of it to the people, and 
with this fozged and ſubtile deuiſe, be nas 
med himlelfe a Pzince , and Sergius a 
Y2ophete, Fo the Doue bzought a paper 
about her malt wꝛitten with golden lets 
ters, in this maner. Whofoeuer ſhall pue 
$ poke on the buls necke, let him be king, 
Sergius bzought the yoke and gane it to 
Mabomet, who did eaſly put it on the bul, 
and by and by hee was called kinge ofthe 
ſimple people, thinkinge theſe thinges to 
be done by Gods pꝛouidence, and that hee 

J. iu. toke 
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tooke the booke no otherwyſe. In this 
booke they are commaunded to be circum⸗ 
ciſed not fo2 anye Religion, but fo2 meers 
ſuperſtition, oz els as ſome ſape that no 
filth ſhoulde remaine vnder the ſkin ofthe 
peard when they did waſh and bath them. 
There was alſo commaunded abſtinence 
of wyne anb fleſh, that he might the moze 
eally cloake his diſſeaſe who felt himſelke 
opp2cfſed with wyne of late, foz wyne tas 
ken mote exceſſiuelye and intemperantlys 
in ſtopping the paſſages of the bzaine, that 
no reſpiration mape be had, doth bꝛeede c 
nozithe the fallinge ſicknes, and ſwynes 
ficlhe maketh grofſe humezs wherewith 
dbſtruction ok the bzaine commeth quick- 
Ive, and manpe othet diſeaſes ſpzingeth 
thereof . The-Booke of Alcozan come 
Maunveth alſo the faſtinge of one moneth 
wherein a man may eate all the night log 
Toe that vatlye ubſtinente is recompenſed 
with night lurketing. Mahomet appoin⸗ 
ted alla becauſe he woulde have bis lawe 
to viſagree from the Chꝛiſtiang and Yes 
pe wes tbat the Frydap ſhoulde be conſe⸗ 
prate as holpe dap, becauſe hee was made 


ug wen that dax, and alſo would not as 
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gree with any other ſect. Foꝛ þ ſame cauſe 
do the Curkes alſo tourne theim into the 
ſouth, at their pꝛayers againſt the maners 
of other Nations. He hath alſo grauntev 
did euerye man foure wynes of his owne 
kinred: but concubines and bonde women 
bought it is lawfull fo2 euery mito haue 
as many as he can keepe, ſo that they may 
foꝛſake them and make a deuoꝛtce as often 
as they liſt, and this was done to dꝛaw the 
comon ſozte and rude multitude vnto him 
moꝛe eally , De caughte alſo that the plea⸗ 
ſures of the bodye did not hinder the haps 
9» life to come, and he pꝛompled to the obs 
ſerners of his lawe, a Paradiſe and gar⸗ 
den of all pleaſures, whercin they ſhouldg 
vſe their moſte deſtred ioyes and all kinde 
of pleaſures , as maydens molt beantifull 
adozned , and the embzacinges of Angels 
and all other kinde of pleaſures that anye 

man woulde deſire, with the which ſubtill 
craftines , hee ledde the people flexible of 
their owne-nature whither hee woulde 
becauſe he pꝛomiſed all kind of libidinous 
pleaſures. Me repzchended the Jewes, 
fo2 that they denyed Chziſte to be bozne 

of the virgin, ſeing! þ the pꝛophet thꝛougg 
J. liti. deuine 
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deuine inſpiration did pꝛophecy the ſame, 
Pe repꝛoued the Chziſtians of fooliſhnes, 
becauſe thep did beleeue JESU® tobe 
bo2ne of the virgin and to haue ſuffered al 
contumely and puniſhmente of the Jewes 
pacientlye: fo2 aſmuch as that bodye cone 
ceiued by Godsinſpiration, was made vn» 
paſſible,and alſo ſeing that Chyilke did aſs 
tende into the Peauens and Judas was 
crucifyed in his place. 
The Turkes admit onely thze Pꝛophets, 
Mahomet their Lawe giuer, Moyſes the 
Hꝛopbete of the Hebzewes , and Chziſte 
whom they denye to be God. Mahomet 
made a curſed lawe, that it any mi ſhould 
diſpute againſt his miſteries, p be ſhoulde 
ſuffer death fo2 it, in the wbich Lawe hee 
bath manileſtlye taughte, that there is no 
ſincere oz good thinge in Alcozan, the 
which hee goeth- aboute to defende by the 
ſwoꝛde onely.. Thus wyth Sergius hee 
made his booke full of wickednes and coꝛ⸗ 
rupted the true Scriptures with coũter⸗ 
fait inter pꝛetations, and that bee mighte 
be accompted the Pzophete and conſerua- 
tour of both Teſlamentes, he flattered the

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beautikull ware ſet to ſale: They which 


had not ſo comely beautye ſo that no man 


woulde bye them noz ſcantlye take theym 
freely, were beſtowed in matrimony with 
that lumme of monepe which was gathe⸗ 
red of ſelling the fayze maydes. 

They bad no bſe of Phiſitions , but there 
was a lawe amongeſt them that il any did 


fall ſicke,he ſhould aſke counſaple of thoſe 


that had bin viſeted and troubled with the 
fame ſicknes. Some lay that their liche 


folkes were caryed abzoade, and that by 


the lawe they which bad bin ſicke at anye 
time, ſhould viſtte ſuch as were now ſick, 
and teache them by what meanes and res 
medies eſpeciallye they were deliueren 
from their ſickenes . They had foz theyꝛ 
pꝛieſtes, men of greate knowledge in A⸗ 


ſtronompe, whoe coulde faithfullye inter · 


pꝛete dzeames z and monſtruous thingesy 
and theſe were not taughte not learned a⸗ 
bꝛoade, but the childzen toake their diſci⸗ 
pline and learning, as inheritaunce from 
their parentes. Mith long and aunciente 
obſeruation of the ſtarres they did Hꝛog⸗ 
noſticate to moztall men many thinges to

Saint 
Auguſtine ſaith there was a Tyger made 
tame at Rome in a denne. Strabo ſayth, 
Megaſthenes wyiteth that in India amds- 
geſtt the people called Praſii,the Tyger is 
of double bignes to the Lyon, and ot ſuch 
ſtrength, that one being ledde with foure 
men ik he ſhoulde catche a Pule with his 
binder clawe, hee were able to dꝛawe the 
Mule vnto him. Some ſap when ſhee hath, 
loſt her ponge, ſhe is deceiued and mocked 
tn the waye with a glalſe ſet there by = 
ſtealer of her ponge , fo ſhes followings 
with her opting and ſwift running, and 
findinge þ glalle thinking her ſelfe ta baue 
found her pong, tarpeth ſo long in vewing 
the glaſle, that hee which toke her ponges 
We to eſcape.

they do marchandize, they common toge⸗ 
tber, they doe all common and pꝛiuate al⸗ 
kapꝛes ſittinge on hoꝛſebacke, their deade 
bobs are open Pꝛapes fo fowles oz 
dogs. they haue a ſpetiall care of wozſhipe 
pinge the Gods, they haue feareful wits, 
ſebitious, pzatlinge and deceptkull. 
Flo · us unpteth that the thirde battayle 
that the Romaynes made againfte the 
Parthians, they ſenta notabfe ſtrong ar⸗ 
me, whereof M. Craſſus Couſull was 
licuetes 
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lieuetenant, a man of wonderful artarice, 
and vnſacurable cupiditye of Golde , who 
warringe bnfoztunately againſt the Pars 
thians, loſinge xi. Legions, as he was fly⸗ 
inge was taken and ſlaine, his heade and 
rigbt band was cut off and bzought to the 
king of the Parthians, where in contempe 


and mockerpe golde was melted into his 
mouth, becauſe hee beinge ſo deſirous of 


booties and pꝛapes refuſed peace being in⸗ 
treated. Some ſape the Parthians when 
hey poured in the melted golde into his 
mouth ſayde : - Nowe dꝛincke golde thou 
tbat haſt alwayes thirſted foꝛ Golde, and 
as pet couldeſt neuer be filled with golde. 
The which ſayinge-is alſo rehearſed of 
Tomyristhe Queene of the Maſſagets in 
Scythia , whoe warringe with Cyrus the © 
mtghtye kinge of the Perſians, depzined 
bim oflife tn the reuenging of her ſonnes 
death, whom he deceitkullpe killed beinge 
ſente afoze hande, Wherefoze ſhe being in 
a wonderfull rage after the victozp had as 
gainſt Cyrus, cauſed his head tobe cutoff 


and put in a veſſell full of bloude, ſayinge

IN che countrey of Inde, they baue twg 
Sommers, their apꝛe is moſte gentle 


land plealaunt and temperate, great fruits 


fulnes of the ſople and plentpe of waters, 
and therefoze ſame live an hundzed g thit⸗ 
:pe peares eſpecially the Muſitanes. 
There bee others whoſe like is longer, 
there be marueplous great beaſtes bzeade 
inthatcountrey,and trees of ſuch heighte 
that a man cannot ſhoote to the top of the, 
this commeth by the fertility of the ſoy'e,. 
cemperatenes of che ayze , and plentye of 
waters 
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waters. Their reedes are oł ſuch bignes 
and length, that the ſpace betwixt euerye 
knot, map beare thzee men, ſometimes in 
a little riuer. There be ſfoze of Parrats, 
It bꝛingeth fozth Narde,Cinamon, Pepe 
per, Calamus, Aromaticus, and other ſpp⸗ 
tes; and alſo diuers Pearle and pzecious 
ſcones Pliny ſayth that in the country of 
Inde, all thinges are bzedde of a greater 
magnitude then in any other countrye as 
men,beaſtes,and trees. The people haue 
a buſhie heare, and a ſpeciall decking with 
pꝛecious ſtoones, they are verye diuers in 
apparell, ſome weare wollen garmentes, 
and ſome linnen, manye go naked & ſome 
rouer their pꝛiupe partes onely. The co⸗ 
loure of the bodye is commonlye blacke, 
being in their mothers wombe ſuch,thzos 
ugbe the dilpolition of their parents, they 
be of a good taule ſtature and ſtronge. 
They be thꝛiktye in lyuinge and verpe con⸗ 
tinent from theft, They knowe no letters 
but doe all thinges by memo2ye , andfoz 


their ſimplicity and tbꝛiftines allthinges 


'haue proſperous ſucceſſe, thep dzincke no 
'wpne but in ſacrifice , they make dzfncke 
of rice and barlpe, their meate is commons

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pe ryce pottage, thep giue no pꝛerogatiue 
er olde age except they excell in wiſedome. 
Dee that is repꝛehended as a falſe witnes, 
bath the toppes of bis fingers cutte off, 
bee that depꝛiueth anye man ofany meme 
ber, hath the lawe Talio, that is to looſe 
tbe like member, and alſo his hande is cut 
off. And if any man putteth out the eye 
02 cutteth awaye the hande ok an artificers 
hee looſeth his like fo2 it. It anye woman

mon pꝛolite, they liue in the fielves with 
their wives and childzen, and come noten. 
to the Citty, they giue tribute to the king. 

The thirde 
oꝛder is ſhepebeards, which neither inha⸗ 
bite iu Citties noꝛ townes, but haue theyz. 
tabernacles and their nets and things fog} 
huntinge, and theſe keepe the country fra 
the daunger of bealtes and kowles The 
fourch degree is ol artilicers, wberof ſom 
maketh weapons, ſome other thinges 
meete-fo2 the countrpe, and other pꝛoſita⸗ 
ble things, theſe be free krom tribute and 
haue their coꝛne from the Pzince. The 
lift ozder is of ſouldiours exerciſed in ware 
like affaires, and thep and Fall their hoꝛzſes 
and Clephits be maintapned by * 
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The ſixte is of ſuperintendentes , who ſe» 


ng all things that be done in India, make 
relation thereofto the kinge. In ÿ ſeuenth 
d der be thoſe that haue the rule of come 
mon counſels being but a few in nomber 
”F and ſuch as moſt excell in nobility & wiſe⸗ 
1 * of theſe ſome be choſen to the kin⸗ 
ig councell, and to the adminiſtration of 
e common wealth, and to be iudges in 
oubtkull caſes, Dukes allo and captap⸗ 
es be choſen of them. 
$-* Thus Inde being deſtribute into thele 
partes it is not lawfull fo2 anye oder to 
marrpe wich the mens wines ok an other 
oder, noꝛ tochaunge bis trade of lyuing, 
F no) fo2 the ſouldier to playe the plough⸗ 
man, no2 the Artiſicer to meddle in the

is ſogreat a countrep, there be many Nas 
ons diſcrepant in fozme and tongue, and 
naners, oz ſome inhabiting about riuers 
and lakes doe eate rawe fiſhe, and others 
rawe fleſhe, and when anpe falleth ſicke, 
his freindes kill him ſayinge : that if hee 
ſhoulde wither and pine awaye with ſicks 
nes that his fleſhe ſhould be cozrupte, and 
e | Athoughe he denpech himſelle to be licke 
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pet they kill him & make a banket of him, 
ſo hee that liueth in perfecte health to his 
olde age is ſlaine and deuoured in like ma ⸗ 
ner. Andtherefoze fewe of them come to 
extreame olde age. There be ſome of the 
Indians that neuer kill any lyuing thinge 
noꝛ plante no2 ſowe anye thing, no erecte 
any houſes but lyuetb onely with berbes, 
amõgeſt whom when any falleth ſicke be 
goeth into a deſert place, and there dyeth, 
no man taking care either of him dying oz 
being deade, they vſe naturall conjunction 
together openly like vnto bzute beaſtes.

T Pe people called Bragmans leade a 
ſimple life, and are not ledde wyth any 
inticementes, they deſire no moze then ves 


ry nature doth require, they haue plentye 
ok al thinges foz life the which their earth 
bꝛingeth foꝛth withoute tillage. Tbepz 
Tables be furniſhed with holſome diſhes, 
And therefoze tbey neither know dtuer ſts 
ties of names in ſickne ſte noꝛ their kindes. 
but they haue good bealth verye longe. 

One deſireth no helpe of another koz 14 
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live in common , amongeſt thoſe that are 
equall, there is no place fo enuye ſeinge 
that none is ſuperiour,they haue no judge 
ments becaule they do nothinge woztbye 
of cozrection , their onelze lawe is not to 
do anye thinge againſt nature, which nous 
riſheth labour, exerciſeth no couetouſnes, 


and flyeth from filthye idleneſſe. This 


Nation hurteth it ſelfe in che Sunne , it 
getteth moiſture in the de we it extingui⸗ 
beth thirſte with water. The grounde 
is in ſteede of beddes, carefulnes bzeaketh 
10 lleepe, no2 penſiueneſſe troubleth not 
the minde, they dwell in digged caucs vp⸗ 
pon the mountaine ſydes, they feele na 
rage of winds no2 tempeſtes, thep thincke 
themſelues better defended in a caue then 
in an bone, from the iniurpe of weather, 
becauſe their caue bath two vſes , one foz 
a manſionplace, another fo2 a Sepulturg 
02 graue when they dye. Thep haue no 
pꝛecious garmentes, but they couer theyʒ 
members with a thing like paper, tather 
for ſhametaſtneſſe then other wyle.

hunger, After that they be refreſhed with 
graſſe oz greene weedes, then they teache 
them to be obedient, ſome with woozdes, 
ſome with ling inge, and ſome with dꝛums 
be made gentle. The Elephante is the 
greateſt amongeſt all beaſtes, and com⸗ 
meth neareſt to humaine ſence, bee bath 
ſome vnderſtanding as Pliny ſspch of hys 
countrye talke, and eſpeciallye a remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce and obe dience of ſutch duties as 
hee hath learned. Ik che Elephante by 
chaunce killeth anye of their keepers in a 
rage,theyhane ſo great a deſire ot him af 
terward that ſome fo2 ſoꝛrow abſtaine fri 
meate, c ſom do pine themſelues to death, 
This beaſt is accuſtomed when hee is full 
offeedinge to go to ſleepe, and leaning to a 
tree hee ſleapeth, foꝛ hee cannot bende his 
knees as other beaſtes do, the inhabitauts 
percepuinge che tree which is wozne and 
_ made 
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made filthy with the Elephantes leaning 
cauſe 'the ſame tree to be cut harde by the 
grounde, ſo that it mape not fall withoute 
thzuſtinge and enkoꝛcinge, then they put as 
waye the ſignes of their owne ſteps and (a 
depart quickly befoze the Elephant tom⸗ 
meth to ſleepe. The Elephant comminge 
in the eueninge to his accuſtomed place ot᷑ 
reſt; and leaninge to the tree with all the 
weight of his bodp, falleth down ſtraig ht 
way with the tree euen to the earth, ſo hee 
yeth with his belly vpward all night fo2 
ze cannot lifte vp himſelfe, then commeth 
the inhabitauntes in the mozninge and ſle⸗ 
eth the deaſt without daunger. 

The Elephants haue ſuch a kind of ſhame 
faſtnes; that the male neuer couereth the 

female but in ſecrete, and that when the 

male is ſiue peares olde ,and the female 

ten yeares of age, they bzing foꝛth as mas 

res do, and moſte commonlpe aboute che 

ſpꝛing. Many of them liue almoſt two hũ 

dꝛed peares, they baue great pleaſures in 


good waters, they be moſte impaciente ot᷑ 
cold, the two teeth which hang outwarde 
are ſo big in the greater Elephanteszthat 


theꝑ are bled oftentimes as poltes , And

Of the Dragons in In- 
dia and Ethiopia. 

T He Dꝛagon is the greateſt ofall ſer» 
pentes, and hath ſharpe teeth ſet like 

a (awe faſhion , bee hath greater ſtrength. 
in his taile then in his teeth, and hath not 
ſo much poyſon as other ſerpentes haue, i 
he windeth his tayle aboute any heeſleeth 
bim,and the Elephant with al the bignes 
of his body is not ſafe from him, fo2 þ dꝛa⸗ 
gon lurking about common pathes where 
the Elephantes vſe to go, doth winde and 
knot his taile about the Elephãts leggs, 
and killeth him by ſuffacation. He is bꝛed 
in Inde ſᷣ; Ethiope. Pliny ſaith in Ethiope 
there bee Ozagons of xx foote in length, 
they are wonte xfiif. oꝛ xb.together wyth 
their heades erected to flye ouer the ſea 
great waters,foz ſome better foode, 5 dꝛa⸗ 
gons poyſon is onelp in his tongue c gall. 
Wherfoze þ Ethiopes cut away þ tongue 
and eate the fleſh. Pliny ſapth W 
| the 
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lift vp, and ſometimes thzoughe the heate 
of poyſon, he inflametb the apze ſo that he 
ſeemeth to bꝛeath ſter oute of his mouthe, 
and ſometimes when hee hiſleth with his 
contagious blaſte he infecteth the ap2e, ſo 
thatche peſtilence commeth thereof many 
times, Me is ſometimes in the waters E 
Iyech oktẽ in his den, he lleapeth ſeldome, 
but watcheth almoſt continnallye,bee de- 
uoureth beaſtes and fowles,his eye ſighte 
is verye ſbarpe, ſo that in the mountaineg 
beſeech his p2ay a farre off, oftentimes, 
Betwixte the Elephantes and che Dꝛa⸗ 
gons there is continuall warre 5 fo: the 
Dzagon claſpech about þ Elephant with 
b e, and the Elephant ouerthzoweth 
the Dꝛagon with her feete and ſnowt, the

Of certaine monſtrous 
people in India. 


M Anpe are founde in India both men, 
wonnen and beaſtes full ok heare, ann 
mich leaues and moſſe on theim , which 
commeth of the great heate that there is. 
Pliny ſayth that the inhabitauntes of this 
countrep be coloured with the Sunne, e 
thereby come to certaine blacknes like vn⸗ 
to the Ethiopes, not becauſe they are out⸗ 
wardly ſo blacke through the aduſtion of 
the Sunne, but naturally in their bloude 
there is an inclination to blacknes, the 
which the heate of che Sunne doth ſeeme 
to double Dur aunceſtoꝛs haue fained ma⸗ 
ny möſters in this country, as people with 
beades like vnto dogs armed onelye with 
nailes, clothed with hives e ſkinnes, ha- 


tinge no kinde ol mans ſpeach but onelye 
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a kinde of barking, There be ſome that 
live attbe fofttaine of Ganges, which take 
no beneftte by meate but liue onely by the 
ſauour of wilde apples, and when they go 
farre they carrye theym foꝛ their mainte⸗ 
naunce, and liue by che ſmel and ſauour of 
them, If thep cowe into any filthy oz ſtin· 
kinge apꝛe tbey muſt needes dye, and it is 
ſaide that ſome of them were ſeene in the 
tentes and armp of Alexander. 


TUee read alſo that there be certaine peo · 


ple with one epe in India, and ſom to baue 
ſo great eares that tbey hang downe enen 
to the feete ; and manpe to haue but one 
foote, and that ſoe greate that when they 
Iye downe on they? backcs and woulde 
keepe them from the Sunne, the ſhadow 
ok that onely legge doth comfozt them. It 
is read allo that there is a Nation which 
hath grayehearcsinyouth , the which in 
age waxeth black, and alſo men ſap there 
is another kinde of women which con⸗ 
teiue at fine pcares of age, but they line 
not aboue eight ptares, there be ſom that 
lacke neckes and haue epes in their ſhaul⸗ 
ders, there be wilde men alſo with heades 
like vnto dogges, with a rough and 5 
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hodye which make a terrible hillinge, bur 
theſe and ſuche like are not to be credited 
and taken foz truth excepte greate reaſon 
can perſwade that ſuch may bee and expe» 
rience can pꝛoue the lame . It is alſo 
thought that there is a cer taine people cal 
led Pygmeis which be neuer in peace but 
when the cranes wpth whome they haue 
continual warres, flie into other coũtries. 
Theſe Pygmeis are ſhozte men of ſtature 
inhabitinge in the extreame parte of the 
mountapnes of India, where is a yolſome 
and good ap2e,who exceede not 27. ynches 
in ſtature, Foꝛ Pygme is aſmuch to ſaye 
as a tubite. Thele Pygmeis fighte with 
Cranes, but they haue þ fople, the repozte 
goeth that they ſitte vppon the backes of 
Rammes 02 Goates, + haue arrowes fo 
heir weapons, and ſo in the Spzing time 
vith a grrat army they come to the ſea, # 
thereconſume the Cranes egges g ponge 
ones, and that this expedition is made in 
three monethes, fo2 otherwiſe they were 


not able to reſiſt the Cranes, their Cotta - 


ges be made of clap.feathers e egge ſhels. 
But ok the nature of Cranes the Authozs 
wiite in this mauer. (Uhen the Cranes 
take 
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take a fligbt, they coſent together and flye 
verp bigbe fo2 to marke and beholde, they 
choſe a captaine and guide whom they fol- 
low, in the later ende of the company they 
bane choſe that mape crye, and mape leave 
the whole flocke with their voyce, they 


"Ore haue their watches euerpe nighe by turne 


which holde a ſtoone in their feete, which 
fallinge fromthoſe that are wearpe, fo 
lacke of ſleepe argueth c repzoueth their 
negligence by ſound, the other ſleape with 
their billes and heads vnder their winges 
ſcandinge vypon eche keete by courſe, the 
guide loketh fo2th wich bis necke ſtreight 
fozward,and fozeſheweth things to come. 
-Wihen theyare made tame they ware la(- 
ciujous, and runne and flye in round come 
paſſes with ſhaking their winges.

A Bout the mountaines called Emodij 

thereis agreate woodefull ofgreate 
Apes, the which as the Pacedonians did 
ſee ſtandinge as it were thicke together 
bppon the hilles and hauinge weapons 
like men of warre ( fo2 that kinde of bea(k 
tommetb as neare to humaine ſubttlitye 
as Elephantes doe) they woulde haue ſet 
vppon them as ennempes, had not the in⸗ 
habitaunces of the countrye beene pꝛeſent 
and ſhewed vnto Alexander that it was 
nothinge but an aſſemble of Apes, whiche 
concende to imitate ſutch thinges —_— 
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fee, & ſo that battell was turned to laughs | 


inge. Apes are taken after this maner 
they that hunt Apes, ſet diſhes full of was 
terinthe ſight of the Apes,and therewith 
they annointe and waſhe they2 eyes, and 
ſodenly with as pꝛiuy ſpeede as they can, 
they take awaye the water and ſet pottes 
with birdlime;and ſuch like ſtuffe in ſteede 
therof,the Apes perceyuing them annoin⸗ 
ting their eyes, beinge giuen to follow all 
things, come downe immediatly from the 
trees, and thinking to do as the men did, 


they dawbe and annointe their eyes and 


mouthes wyth bir dlyme, and lo are they 
ealye to be made a pꝛap and taken aliue. 


They vſealſo an other trade to take them 


Tbep take buſkins and put them on in the 
ſight of the Apes and ſo depart, leauinge 
others annoinced inwardly with birdlime 
and ſuche like, and fomewhat bearpe that 
the fraude migyte nor appeare, the which 
the Apes plucking vpon they? legges are 
fo ſnared and intang led with it, that they

therto. Foz it we may giue credit to Pliny 
it will neuer ware warme, and p becauſe 
it cannot be moꝛe purer then it is. fo} it is 
neuer contaminate. But pet the ſtraunge 
hardnes of thin ſtone, is made ſo ſoft with 
the warme bloud ofa Lion oz ofa Goate, 
that it may be bꝛoken. In ſcalding leade 
it taketh ſuch heate that it niape be dillole 
n ue d 
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ned: but this hardnes is not in every Dias 
monde, foꝛ that which is of Cyprus o? cal⸗ 
ledSyderites, map be bzoken with amal- 
let, and pearced thzoughe with another 
Diamonde. The Diamonde doth depze⸗ 
hende and detecte popſon, and maketh the 
woꝛking therof fruſtrate, and therefoze it 
is deſited of Bꝛinces; & had in great pꝛice 
and eſtimation.

T He compalle of the Citty of Calechut 
is the ſpace of ſixe thouſand buildings 
which be not ioyned together as our hou⸗ 


ſes bee, but are ſcperate a good ſpace a | 
ſunder, the length ofthe Citty is a Thou ' 


ſande paces, their houſes be vetye lowe, 
ſo that they are not aboue the heigbte ofa 
man on hoꝛſebacke from the ground; they 
bee couered in the toppe wyth boughes 
and bꝛaunches ok trees tommonlpe. 
Theit kinge is addicte to the woꝛſhipping 
vl denills, Hee doth not venyeGD D 
to be the maker of Peauen and earth, and 
the firſt cauſe and Authour of char 
ot ud 
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but hee ſapth that God appointed the of: 
fice of iudgement to anillſpirite and to do 
right to moꝛtal men, and this ſpirite they 
tall Deumo. The king hath the picture 
ofthis deuill in his chappell, ſitting with 
a Diademe on his heade, like vnto the bi⸗ 
ſhops of Rome, but his Diademe hath 4. 
boznes aboute , and this picture gapeth 
with a wpde mouth ſhcwinge foure teeth, 
It hath a defozmed noſe , grim and terri⸗ 
ble eyes. a thꝛeatning countenaunce, cro⸗ 
ned lingers, with tallants and keete much 
like vnto a cocke, they that loke vpon this 
bozrible monſter are ſodenlye akraide, it 
is ſo lothſome and terrible a thinge to be⸗ 
| bolde. About the Church are painted dee 


| ttils,and in euery coꝛner Sathan is made 


of bꝛaſſe ſittinge, with ſuch wozkmanſhiy 
that he ſcemeth to caſt flames of ſiet fo2 
conſuminge of ſoules myſerably, & in his 
rigbte hande the picture ofthe devill, put⸗ 
teth a ſoule to his mouth, and with his left 
bande it reacheth another. Euerp moꝛ⸗ 
ninge their pꝛieſtes do clenſe this Jboll ' 
with roſe water and other ſweete waters, 
and they perfume it with divers ſweets 
thinges fallinge * and wozſhippinge 

it 
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it. Thep put the bloud of a cocke weeke⸗ 
Ive in a ſiluer veſſell filled with burninge 
coles and a greate nomber of ſweete per⸗ 
fumes, and taking a Cenſar they make it 
redolent with krãkincenſe, and haue a lit- 
tle ſiluer bell ringinge all the while, And 
the King eateth no meate befoze that.iiii. 
pꝛieſtes haue offred to the deuill ſomwhat 
of the kinges diſhes. The kinge at his 
dinner ſitteth on the ground without anye 
cloth vnder him, and the pꝛieſtes ſtandeth 
rounde aboute him as hee ſitteth, neuer 
comminge nearer him, then within foure 
paces marking the kinges woozdesmoſte 
reuerently, when he hath done eating the 
pꝛieſtes offer the reliques of the kinges 
meate to ponge crowes and birdes, to bee 
eaten, which foule is an baynous thinge 
to kill, and therefoze they flye euerp where 
in ſafety.CUhen the kinge marpeth a wike 
hee bleth not to go to bed vaco her, bekoze 
that this newe maried wife hath bin de⸗ 
floured of the moſt wozthy pꝛieſte. Fox 
this whozedome the king geeueth him as 
a rewarde ſiue hundzed crowues.

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beare aſw62d and a buckler, a bowe.and a 
Jaueline; when they go abzoade; Third⸗ 
lye they eſteeme ar tilicers. Four thy fiſh 
ers. Fiftly marchants,foz wyne pepper 
acoꝛnes. Lalt of all ſuch as ſowe and ge 
ther ryte. They haue no great reſpet᷑te of 
apparel but to couer their pziupe partes, 
they go bare foote and bareheade ::; M ben 
the king is deade, if there be any males as 
liue either childzen, bzethzen, 03 bꝛotherg 
-hildzen, they fuccede not inthe kingdomg 
ut the ſiſters ſonne by they Lawe muſſe 
aue the Stepter, and ik there he no ſucks 
then bee ſuccedeth in the erswne which is 
neareſt af conſanguinitpe z and this is faz 
none other cauſe, but becauſe the Mieſtes 
baue defloured their Queene« 113 
When the kinge goeth koozth into ſome

nothing can be moze aceeptable ta þ king 
then chat they ſhoulde be acquainted with 
the Queene in venerous actes, and there⸗ 
foe the king knoweth fo? a certainty that 
thaſe childꝛen which hee hath by bis wyle 
tannot be accompted bis childzen, but hee 
eaketh his ſiſters cbildzen ag moſte nears

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vacohinits lawkull conſanguinitp, and tas 
kfth them heires to the crowne. 

The marchauntes keepe this oꝛder, ſutch 
wyues as they haue, they maye chaunge

They gas 
cher it in October and Mouemper beinge 
grrene as pet. and lay it on tiles in the ſon 
to bee dꝛyed where in thzee dapes ſpace it 
waxeth blacke euen as wee haue it. 
Ginger groweth in Calechut, but 
muche is bzoughte oute of Crauonor thy- 
tber. Cynamon is in the Ille of Zaylon 
fiktye Germaine myles beyond Calechut. 
Pepper growethe in the flelpes of Cale⸗ 
chut, but great ſtoozeis,bzoughte oute of 
Corimucol xii. myles beyonde Calechut. 
Clones are gathꝛed in a place called Me- 
luza a little from Calechut. Nutmeggs 
groweth in Melaccha which is a greate 
way from Calechut. Muſae oz Caſtoreum 
M. iii. come 
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Pepper.

Thers 
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T Here is ſeene and heard about the de⸗ 

ſerts of Tangut in the daye time and 
moze commonlpe! in the nigbt diuers illu⸗ 
lions of deuils. Therfoze trauailers that 
waye oughte to take good heede that they 
ſeuer not their companies, and leaſt anye 
comminge behinde mighte hinder them, 
fo2 , otherwyſe they ſhall ſoone looſe the 
ſtxht of their companions fo2 the hils and 
mountapnes. There be heard thevoyces 
of ſpirics and deuils, which goinge ſolita⸗ 
rilp wil cal other by their names, fayning 
and cottnterfapting the voyces of their cb» 
pantons, the which, if they can by anye 
meanes, do leave men oute of the waye te 
deſtruction. There be heard ſometimes 
in the ay2e the conſentes and harmohye of 
mulicke inſkrumentes , There be manpe 


_ wozthippers of Idols, and they attribute 


much honour tothe deutls. When their 
wiues haue a ſonne, they commende him 
to ſome Idol, and in the honoure of it that 
peare, the father keepeth vppea Ramme, 
the which a peare after the natinitye of 
the childe, at the nexte feaſt of that Jdoll, 
hee offereth with his ſonne, and manye 
other Ceremonyes. When the Dacri⸗ 
M. iii. fice 
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fice is done, they bzing the fleſh which was 
pffered to ſome certaine place, and all bis 
kinſfolke gathered together, do eate of p 
with greate devotion, keeping the boones 
reuerencly in ſome vellell, In this couns 
trye is found a Serpente called Salaman- 
dra, which lyueth in the fier without anye 
Salaman- damage, thoſe Serpentes are vſed ſo2 the 
5. making ok ſuch cloth as map ſuffer the ſier 
zichaute anpe cozruption oz harme, oz cls 
when any ſpot commeth to any Garment 
Darmes made of the heares ofa Salamander, it 
har. imap be caſt fo an houre in the ſier, and all 
not bo cõ rhe ſpots wil bee gone, no otherwyſe then 
jumed ff they had bin very cleane waſht. 


vrith ker, 
Of the Cocatrice, 


I here is in Affrick a kinde of Serpẽt 

called a Cocatrice, which hath a white 
fpotte in his head, bauinge the faſhion of a 
Diademe, Dis bead is verpe ſharpe, bys 
mouth red, his eyes ſomewhat blacke in 
coloure, as Pliny ſayth with his hiſlpnge 
bee dzpueth away all kinde of Serpents, 
Pe deſtroyeth with bis bzeath pong trees 
and plantes, canſumeth herbes, bꝛeaketh 
ſtones, 
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Tones, and infecteth the ayze where he ta» 
rpetb, ſo that abirde cannot flye ouer that 
apꝛe o thꝛougbe it, withoute daunger of 
death. Yet it is ſaide that the poyſon of a 
* Weaſell is bis deſtruction» AElianus 
ſayth that hee hath ſo ſharpe poyſon that 
exceeding not in length a mans hande,yet 
hee extinguiſheth enery greate @erpente 
with his only bzeath. There is not a moze 
burtfull oz moze peſtilent beaſt vppon the 
earth, fo2 this lying in his denne mape de⸗ 
roy a whole cittye by infection. 


Of the Crocodile. 


T be Crocodile is found commonl pe as 

boute the water of Nilus anvyGages 
in India, and waxeth ofa little thinge ta 
averye greate beaſte. Ic his egges are 
much like pynto Goole egges, but the yong 
which commeth of theym taketh increaſe 
to ſixteene 02 eighteene cubices in lengths 
he liueth almoſt as long as a man, be ſacs 
keth a togue, his body is marueloully de⸗ 
fended of nature, foꝛ all his backe is full of 
ſcales and wonderfull harde, his tayle is 
long, hee hach many teeth on both 9 
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bis mouth,wherof two do eſpecially hang 


out, hee doth not onelp deuoure man, but 


alſo other earthly beaſtes comming neare 
to the water, hee dilmembꝛeth them with 
His naples, which be hath ſharper then a⸗ 
nve weapon. His bytinge is cruell and 
ſharpe, and he ſo rendeth with his teeth, v 
it can neuer be healed, there is great ſtoze 
of them about Niliis,becauſe they are ve⸗ 
ry fruitfull of themſelues, bauing ponge 
euerp peare, and alſo they are ſeldome ta⸗ 


ken. It is a fearefull beaſt flyinge from 


thoſe that perſecute him, and per ſecuting 
thoſe that flye away from him. It is ſayde 
that when hee goeth aboute to deuoure a 
man that hee beginneth ta weepe, where⸗ 
ok hath ſpꝛong this pꝛouerbe. The teares 
of a Crocodile: That is when one doth 


weepe with his eyes withoute compaſſi · 


on, and not with his hart and minde, 
Pliny ſapth that this beaſte onely in his 
bytinge doth moue his vpper iawe, bee ly⸗ 
ueth in the daye time vppon the lande, aud 
in the night time in the water, his eyes be 
bery dull in che water, e hys ſight is mar⸗ 
ucylous ſharpe out of the water. 
Some ſape that hee groweth and none 
et

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feth as long as he liueth. 


Vonge fowles hatched 


and brought forth without the 
dammes,and females, 


F OEliz VImenſis and Britenbachius 

waiteth in their bookes of common pe» 
regrination and trauaile, that in Alexan⸗ 
dria and in Egipte, there be Duens made 
full of hooles , wherein are laide thꝛee oz 
foure thouſandegges,ſame of geeſe, ſome 
of hennes, ſomeof pigeons, ſome of duc⸗ 
kes, ànd that they are hidden and couered 
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in dung, and that whotte cooles are ſet a 


farre ot about the dunge, ſo that thzoughe 
the temperate heate of theſe chinges, the 
egges by little and litle waxe warme in þ 
dung, euen as it were vnder the hen, And 
It length the pong are hatched q bzougbt 
foꝛth, ſo that they come by flockes oute of 
the dung, and from thence are taken any 
led abꝛoao to be fed at libertye. 


Therites and maners 
| f rhe Egiptians. 
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T be Egiptians were almoſt the firft in 
the wozlde, whereof other Nations 
learned and toke their lawes, wyſedome, 
maner,aud lyting,# we read that fo lear⸗ 
ning ſake Homer, Dedalus, Solon,Plato, 
and manpe other went thither. Foz als 
thoughe they were Gentiles and not bes 
leeuing on GD D, pet they ſtudied much 
fo2 honeſty and goodneſſe,and wyth their 
honeſt conuerſation did allure ſtraungers 
and good men to come bnto theym, and to 
learne that wbich they coulde not finde in 
other places . Theyz women in times 
paſt did vſe marchaundize aud all thinges 
appertapninge to chapmen, the menne did 
weaue and ſpin within the houſe,and car⸗ 
rye burdens on their heads, the which the 
wome did ble to beare on their ſhoulders, 
the men did make bꝛyne ſittinge, but the 
women did contrary, They did diſcharge 
their bellyes at home, but their banketts 
they kepte in bigbe wapes, they moulded 
bꝛeade with their feete , and ſtired they? 
claye wich their handes. They did ble 
to wꝛyte after the Hebꝛewe faſhion begin» 

ninge theyz letters on the right hande. 
hen anye of them met together at din⸗ 
| ner 
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ner 02 Supper, bekoze they departed, ther 
came in one that bzoughtea picture of a 
deade man, vpon a ſtaffe made of wood of 
a cubite length oꝛ fomwhat moꝛe, and ſhes 
weth it to euety one ofthe geſtes, ſapinge: 
Bchold and loke vpon this, dzinck and be 
refreſhed with pleaſure, fo? ſuch one ſhalt 
thou'vee after thy death. Theyꝛ Lawes 
were ſutch , that periured men loſte they2 
liues, as thoughe they had bin giltye of 


two offences: The one of violating pietye 


:owards GDD , the other of bzeaking 
fapth and pꝛomiſe amongeſte men, which 
is the ſureſt knot of humaine ſocietye. It 
anye trauepler founde anye man beaten ot 
theues,# would not helpe him ik he could, 
hee ſhould bee fonnde culpable of death, ik 
hee were not able to helpe him, hee was 


bound to detect the theeues, and to folom 


the action againſte them: and hee that did 


ne lecte to do this, was puniſhed with ter = 


taine ſtripes, and kept without meate fo2 
thee dayes , Ik anye father killed his 
ſonne, there was no puniſhmente of death 
appointed, but fo2 thꝛee dapes and nights 
tontinually be was commaunded to be as 
boute the deade bodpe, fo they thought it

no iuſt thinge to take awaye life from him 


that gaue life to his ehildzen, but rather 


that bee ſhoulde be puniſhed with continu⸗ 
all paine and repentaunce of his fact, that 
others might feare to do the like. Parris 
tides they cauſed to bee burned vppon an 
barpe of thoznes, and ſuch as vttered any 
ſecrets to their enemyes,thep cauſed their 
tongues to be cut out. And they that did 
counter faite oꝛ clip money had both their 
hands cutte of ſo that with what parte of 


the bodye the offence was made, with the 


ſame he ould tollerate puniſhment . It 
any had vidlated a free woman, his natu⸗ 
rall partes were cutte of, becauſe in one 
faulc he committed thzee hapnous things. 
that is an iniurp, coꝛruption and confuſts 
of childzen, Hee that was taken in boluns 
tary adultery had a thouſand ſtripes with 
roddes,and the woman was mangled vp⸗ 
pon the noſe, The pꝛieſts could haue but 
one wife, but the laitye as manye as they 
could keepe. = 

Te bꝛinginge vp of their childzen was 
with ſmall coſte, foꝛ it came not vnto the 
charge of twenty groates the whole edus 
cation to their full age, and this is not to 
bes 
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he maruapled at, becauſe Egipt is a hote 
countrye and therefoze they lyue naked 
withoute any kinde of garmente,and they 
feede vppon rootes, the which they eate 
ſometimes rawe,and ſometimes roſted, in 
imbers. The pꝛieſtes did teach their chile 
dzen eſpecially Geometrie, and Arithme⸗ 
ticke . Thep did dꝛiue away ſicknes eytber 
with faſting oꝛ with vomit, the which they 
vled euery third day. Their opinion was 
that all diſeaſes came of ſuperfluicye of 
meates, and therefoze that to be the beſte 
cure, which tooke awape the matter and 
cauſes, Manpe other ſtraunge thinges 
are at large (et foozthe of this Nacion by 
Mun er. 


Of the Oyſtridge. 


1 E Opſtridge founde elpeciallpe in 
Africa , his heade is couered wyth 
mal heares,biseyes be groſſe and black, 
bisnecke is longe, his bill is ſhozte and 
ſharpe,bys feete bath as it were a bie pars 
tite hoofe. Pliny ſayth that hee excee⸗ 
deth the heighte of a man on boꝛſc backe, 
that his wings helpe him little. But 9

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bis nayles which are like hoofes , hee tas | » 
keth ſtoones and thꝛoweth againſte thoſe 
which perſecute him: he doth digeſt what | ; 
ſoeuer he deuoureth, be it neuer ſo harde. 
He is of a matuaplous foliſhnes, foz if he 
hath once hidden his head veder a buſhe, 
bee thincketh himſelfe ſafe and not to bee 
ſeene. It is ſayde to be a ſimple and foꝛ⸗ 
getful thinge, and that as ſoone as it hath 
bꝛoughte fozth egges, it fozgetteth them, 
vntill che ponge commeth koꝛth, which is 
thougbte to be eaſlpe done, becauſe they | 4 
leaue the egges in the warme landes, ſo 
the pong map ſoone be hatched, tbe which 
the males doe feede & cheeriſhe when they 
are bꝛoughte fo2th. | 

When hee ſeeth that bee cannot auoyde 
taking, hee caſteth ſtoones againſt his fols 
lowers, and many times hurteth them. 
His neſt is commonlye found in the ſande 
well made with bulwarkes and benckes, |

is adiudged to haue bin the molt officious 
and deateſt wife to her huſband he in ber 
beſtapparel and al her Jewels zas though 
the had gotten the victozy of the other go⸗ 
eth willinglye merely and vato the heape 


ot wood where her huſband ſhalbe burnt, 


and lyinge downe by his carcaſſe and em⸗ 
bꝛacinge it the ſter is kindled,4nd ſo ſhe is 
burtit with ber bulbande: the other of bis 
wiues alter this liue in greate ſhame and 
obloqupe. Thep match not together koꝛ 
wealth oz noͤbilitye, but fo2 etcelleticye of 
heauty and pzocteation ſake. The people 
| k Cathay haue this opinion þ they tbinck 

o other Mation to ſee with both eyes but 
themlelues, they ate perſwaded alſo that 
they excell all other in ſubtiltye of artes & 
ſciences: It is a white kinde of people, w⸗ 
oitte bearves,of (mall eyes, and lackinge 
ttuepietye and due obeyſance to God: fo 
ſome of them wan che a 
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the Moone, others certaine Images of 
mettels, and other ſom an oxe, ſo that they 
be full of monſtrous ſuperſtition . The 
Emperour keepeth his couctat his cittye 
called Cambalu, which is þ nobleſt mare 
in that parte of the wozlde, foz there is al⸗ 
molt neuer a day thꝛougbout þ yeare, but 
that a thouſand carte lodes of ſilke almoſt 
are chaũged and bzought there amongeſt 
marchauntes, The Emperour keepeth 
in his Courte twelue thouſand hozſemey 

to keepe his bodye . Their oꝛder of wa 
ching is thus. One Captaine with thzes 
thouſand gar deth the king within p Pals 
lace foꝛ thʒee dayes,and ſo doth another os 
ther thzee dayes following, and thus they 
keepe their courſes , When the Cmperoz 
ſitteth dowue to meate, he hath his pꝛinci⸗ 
pal and greateſt Queene on his left hand, 
and his childzẽ which be of royal bloud on 
bis right hand in a lower place. No mã * 
ſitteth do wne in this halle, dꝛincketh oz is 
ſetued an any other veſſel but of Gold, the 
Pꝛinces and noble men that ſerue þ king 
at his meate, couer their mouthes wyth 
moſte fine ſilke clothes, leaſt they ſhoulde 
bꝛeath vpon the kinges meate oz dzincke 
ant 


and when the Emperour taketh the potte 
to d2incke all the Puſitiãs begin to make 
greate melodpe, and the other miniſters 
dende their knees. Mone of this Nation 
pou ſhal finde in the great booke of Mun» 
ſters Colmographye. 


Of the Cannibals. 


He Cannibals are wild people feeding 
- vppou mans fleſhe whitch is a verye 
ſweete kinde of fleſh . It they get oz ſinde 
any childzen within the age of fourteene, 
peares , they feede theym and cram them 
as we da Capons, but tyoſe which are bes 
ponde fourteene peares of age, they kill 
them out of hande, deuouring their whot 
guts immediatly,and the other partes of 
their bodyes they ſalte and laye vpas wee 
do powdzed fleſh, they eate no women, but 


geepe them onelye fo2 the bearing of chil⸗ 


en, as wee do hennes fozegges. 

Ik any fo2 age is paſt childe bearinge, ſhee 

doth all d2ndgery like vnts a bondwomã, 

they haue no houſ-s,but they erect manpe 

trees together, and ſo combine them in þ 

top that it ſerueth fox lodginge,: They?

monſtrous pong. Ariſtotle ſapth that the 

ſhee Lion hath at her ſirſt generation fine 

pong, and that euerp peare after ſhe bzin» 

getb koꝛth leſſe by one, vntil ſhe ware bars 
ren, and that her pong are withoute ſbape 
oꝛ faſhion, about the bignes of a Meaſell. 

Herodotus and Gellius thinkcth the con⸗ 
krarp, that ſhee bzingeth fo2th one euerye 
| | peare.

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peare. Democritusſapth this beaſt one ly, 


is bead and bꝛought foꝛth with opt eyes, 
and that hee is ginen to little fleape, as it 


mape appeare, becauſe his taple is often 
wagging as hee ſleapeth. The Male Lion 


maketh vzine like vnto a dogge, which is 


ſtrong in ſauour. The Lions dzincke ſel⸗ 


dome, they feede euery other day, after ſas 
cietye thep be without meate fo2 3.dayes, - 
they deuour ſuch things as they ci whole, 
tbeylfue long. The Lion onlye of al fierce 
and cruell beaſtes, ſheweth clemencpe toe 
wards the humble: fo be ſpareth the pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate, and when hee rageth hee vſeth hys 
violence rather againſt men then women. 

He neuer vttereth his fozce againſt infits 


and childzen, but being dꝛiuen with great 


famine thereto, Mis taple is a note of his 
minde and ſtomacke, (as the eares be in a 
Hozſe) fox if his taile ſtirreth not he is gen⸗ 
tle and peaceable, ù which is a rare thing. 
for he is moſt cõmonly angry. De keepeth 
his deſire of reuenging long againſt anye 
man 02 beaſt þhath burt him, being woll⸗ 


ded he doth maruelouſlye note and marke 
him that gaue the wounde, and in a great * 


multitude will inuade him, is bones are 
N. iii. ſound 
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found and notholow,wherof ſome wzites 
that out ok bis boones ſier maye be ſtriken 
as out of ſtones, and there foze ſometimes 
hee is ſo raginge with anger, and in ſutch 
burninge heate that he dyeth pꝛeſently. 
Pee is neuer cxaſperate oz moued, but eys 
ther by famine oz hurt. This one thing is 
to be noted in ſo cruell a beaſt, that whee⸗ 
les runned about, and emptpe cartes, and 
the combes & ſinging of cockes doth make 
bim a fearde, but eſpecially he is a fearde 
of fyer, 


Of the people called 
tte Nigrits and others. 


T here is a kinde of people nigbe vnto 7 
tonkines ofthe Zeſt Arabians called 
Aanagi, whoſe colour is betwixt blacke 
and aſhe colour, thep line with bar lye and 
dates, and Camels milke, & becauſe they 
are neare vnto the Nigrits, they feede ſom 
times vpon divers kinde of pulſe, they be 
no great feeders, fo2 tbe ſcarcity of victu⸗ 
alles maketh them to ſuffer and tollerate 
muchfamine. The Poztugals vſe mar⸗ 
-Shaundtze with them in thele our dapes. 
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They couer their heads with a linnen rol⸗ 
ler, whereok one parte hangeth downe by 
*he kozeheade, ſo that they couer all their 
mouth therewith. Foz they are almoſt as 
much aſhamed to ſhewe their mouthes as 
their pꝛiup parts, and therekoꝛe they keeps 
their mouthes cloſe neuer opening them. 
excepte it be to take meate, ⁊ that becauſe 
they woulde not let any filthy apꝛe and ba⸗ 


pour to ſlippe out thereby. They do great⸗ 


ly eſteeme fat and cozpulente women, and 
ſuch as haue large and kayze bꝛeaſtes and 
bugs. Mithin this countrythe trauaile 
of ſixe dayes iouruey will bꝛing a man to 
place called Tagaza , from whence is 
bzought much plentye of Salte the whi⸗ 


che is carryed awaye vpon Camels backs 


into diuers places and eſpeciallye to the 
kingdome called Melli. The people cals 
led Mellitæ bee ſomewhat. beyonde the 
Equinoctiall and haue moſte feruent bea⸗ 
tes, and therfoꝛe at certaine times in the 


peare they} bloude is infected, ſo that it᷑ 


they had no remedye by ſalte, they coulde 
not line by any meanes,thep2 Salte is de⸗ 
uided into ſuch lumps, that one ſalt ſtone 
isenoughe to be bozne vppon one mannes 
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ſhoulders. But when they come to the 
countrycalled Melli, they lode one Camel 
with two ſalt ſtones, as foz the yoozer ſoꝛt 
that are not able to haue Camels they ca . 
rye they? ſalte vppon their ſhouldiers any 
ſome vppon their heades, and thas in ſuch 
a companp, that they ſeeme almoſt in mul · 
titude, ſike vnto an army of men. This 
"(alt they bziug vnto a great water where 
euery one diſchargeth bis burden ofſalte 
bpon the land, maketh great hills there⸗ 
of, leauinge a certaine ſigne foz the true 
knowledge of cuery mis heape, this done 
thepdeparg: e then commeth the Nigrits 
who wil not be knowen,noz pet talke with 
any other kinde of people, theycom neare 
with their ſhippes, and where they ſee t 
perceive the heapes of ſalt, they lap great 
Toe of Golde nigbe vntoeuerpebeapejof 
Salt, euen as they thincke it conuentente 
fo; the Parchaundize, and agreeable tao 
equitye foz the exchaunge, and then they 
depart leauing p gold and ſalt togetber. 
The Nigrits which went a far of returne 
Againe, and euery one looketh vppon bys 
pwne heape,and if the gold that was lefte 
by it pleaſeth him, and ſeemech — 
02 
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fo the exchaunge, then he taketh the ſayy 
gold awap, leeuinge the lalte behinde him 
and not minding to returne againe. If the 
beape ok golde doth not ſee me vnto them 
ſufficient fo2 the exchaunge ofthe heape of 
ſalt,then they leaue both ſtill, and departe 
againe into ſome ſecrete place minding to 
com again within a little after, But thole 
Nigrits which cannot abide to be know?, 
come againe to the ſaide place, and take as 
way ſuch beapes of ſalt as they ſee 5 gold 
ta bee taken from, oꝛ els they adde a little 
moze golde to the beape that was left bes 
foze, oz otherwiſe they carry awaye theyz 
Golde, leauing the ſalt ſtil ik the bargaine 
pleaſe not tbeym. Aud thus do they vle 
their marchaundize, ſo that the one ſeeth 
ngt another, and that by an olde cuſtome. 
It is a great labour with theſe Nigrits to 
carry their ſalt vppon their ſhoulders, be⸗ 
cauſe they lacke all maner beaſtes, meete 
fo that carriage almoſt, þ which cometh 
thzough the vnfruicfulnes of the earth, foꝛ 
they haue very litle ffoze of Graſſe, # that 
which they haue is peſtilent alſo, and ther 
koꝛe they dailye dzincke water, wherein a 
little ſalt hath bin reſolued, e this is their 

greateſt. 
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"i remedy and moſt eſpeciall medes 
cine. They neuer haue no raine but in Aus 
guſt, September, & October. But theſe 
men that com after this ſoꝛt and exchaũge 
Gold koꝛ ſalte, withoute any talke of bars 
gaine 02 ſale, are thougbte to be maruap⸗ 
dus blacke, bauing their lower lippe ban⸗ 
ginge downe to the bzeaſt ſomewhat red, 


and within excoziate and chapped ſo that 


bloud commeth out, but the vpper lippe is 
ſmall like vnto ours, and foz this cauſe all 
their teeth may be ſene, which are a great 
deale bigger then ours, their lippes are 
alſo thougbte to putrifye manye times fox 
the heate of their countrye, fo2 the reme⸗ 
dy whereof thep vſe the bencfice of ſalte. 


Of Preto Ihoans Land. 


T pe rule and dominion of Preto Ihoan 
is large and ok greate compaſle , this 
country excelleth in riches, in gold, ſiluer 
and pꝛecious ſtoones. Some ſape that the 
Ethiopes liuing under Preſti hon are ves 
rye good Chꝛiſtians, and that fourteene 
kinges do homage and obepſaunce-to the 
ame Preſti Ihoan, wherof ſome be 
teibutarg 
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tributary alſo to him. The great Almener 
of Preſti Ihoan pꝛomiſeth himſelf to fight 
fo the Holy land. It is wꝛittẽ þThomas 
the Apoſtle was buried in the kingdom of 
Etbiope. There be beaſts alſo in this coũ⸗ 
try 2ᷣ haue ſeuen hoꝛnes in their fozeheads. 
There be white Camels and white Bea⸗ 
res, and hoꝛſes with two hoznes . It is 
ſaid alſo þ there be byꝛds oz fowles in this 
country, which with thei talents and nap⸗ 
8, will carrye away an Ore, oꝛ an hozſe, 
to feede their ponge. In ſome part ofthis 
countrpe, it is thought that there be men 
with hoꝛnes, and ſuch as haue but one eye 
bekoze them and two eyes bebind them, e 
ſome people that feede vppon mans fleſhe 
and deuour their owne parents, and ſlea & 
eate thoſe which are aged. And another 
kind ok people v bath feete like vnto hozſe +» 
feete c very rounde. Their women dwell 
ſeuerallp and they haue thzee kingdomes. 
The thꝛe Queenes of Amazones ſet fozth 
and make pꝛeparation to warrcs with 3. 
bundꝛed thouſand ſouldiers of women. 
The Pigmeis in Affrica be good Chyilkts 
ans. The king ofthe Pigmeis warre the 
againfte foules which deſtrope fruite = 
18 
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ois people dꝛyueth them away with they 
vopces. It is ſaid alſo that there be cer 
taine mdſters which aboue the lopnes are 
ſcene fourmed like vato men, aud beneath 
the loynes bnto hozles . The Ethiopians 
haue an artiſicious wayeto take Lyons # 
Unicoznes. There haue beene ſeene in tis 
mes paſt Giants of thzee ſcoze and ten cus 
bites in compaſſe,and nowe in theſe dayes 
it is laid that many great Giants be there 
ſeene of thirtie and ſiue cubites in height, 
Che birde which is called a Phenix , and 
liueth thꝛee hundzed peares andmoze, is 
ſaid to be ſet on fire and burnt thꝛougb the 
beate of the Sunne, and that of ber aſhes 
there ſpzingeth another pong one. There 
ts greate ſtooze of Pepper gathered in the 
woodes, which are full of Serpentes and 
Scozpions. And men hauing heades like 
vnto dogges, are ſaid to be very cunninge 
in ſiſhinge. Other people there are which 
baue their faces in their bzeaſtes, they be 
ſtrong and ſwift runners, and great ſcars 
chers of gold and ſiluer. Many other ſuch 
criles and vncredible thinges the Tewes 
doe fable vppon the lande of Preto Ihoan, 
which are lo farre beponde all credite g 
0 likelphode 
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fikelphoode of truth, ö J\thoughtit better 
toomit them, th? to occupie the reader in 
idle ſpending the time about them. 


Of the Myce of 
the Alpes. 


T Here is a kinde of Pyce about the Als 

pes almoſte as big as conies, and not 
muche vnlike vnto conpes, ſauinge 5ᷣ their 
eares be ſhoꝛter, and their tailes be longe 
almoſt eight inches in length, their foare 
teeth be long and ſharpe, & if they be pꝛo⸗ 
uoked they bite cruellye, their thighes be 


ſhoꝛt and very hearp vnder the bellye, they 


baue feete ſomwhat like vnto bearcs with 
longe clawes, wherewith they digge and 
bndermine, and make very derpe cauerns 
and hooles. They will eate of bzead,fleſh, 
ſiſhe, apples, oz hard egges, and when ans 
ſuch thing is offered vnto them, they tale 
it with their fozmer clawes , and ſittinge 
on their buttockes after the maner of As. 
pes they feede and eate. They be delighted 
much with white meates, as milke, cheeſe 
and butter, x it they get anye bzead dipped 
* tate it by euer bit, * ma⸗ 
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kinge a noiſe with their chappes like bnfd 


{ſwine when they ſecede vppon ſoſſe. Ulhen / 


tbey plape together they barcke and iarre 
like vnto whelpes . They be much giuen 
to lleepe, & when they are waking, they be 


thinge, as to gnawe with their teeth, oz to 
fcrape with thepꝛ clawes, oz els they cars 
rye in their mouthes ſome thing fro place 
to place, eſpecially ſuch ſoft & tender thin⸗ 


ges as mae bee good fo? their neſtes, ag 


hape, ſtraw, linnen, and ſuch like, and they 


fill they? iawes ſo full ther wich, that they 


be not able to receiue anye moꝛe. Ik the 
cloth which they carry be of greater pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛcion then their mouthes can hold, then 
thep dꝛag it behinde them onthe groundeg 
Some ok them haue gray heares, 4 ſome 
haue red. Uhen they liue thus wilde vp- 


Pon great hilles and mountapnes, and are 
minded to goe leeke theyꝛ pꝛay and foode, + 


vne ok them ſtandeth in an highe place ta 


ther catche as much hape as thep can and

warne them that be abzoad ſeeking their 
pꝛapes, if any feare oʒ ennemp be at band, 


and if he percepueth any body comminge, . 


then hee barketh at whoſe noyſe all che os 
cone 
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tome running awap, and this is ſtraunge 
which they vſe. 

Sometimes one and ſomtimes another 
Iyeth downe vpon his backe, and as much 
hape as map be lapde vppon his bꝛeaſt ant 
bellye, he claſpeth and keepeth faſte wit 
his feete, and then another of his felowes 
getteth bim by the taile,and dzaweth him 
with bis pꝛap into his neſte, and this pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion they make foꝛ their neſtes to flee: 
the better in winter. When they fee a mã 
oꝛ a beaſte paſſe by the mountaines, the 
barke and iarre, and ſtraight wayes al the 
other take that foz a warning to runne to 
their neſtes. Aboute Autume they byde 


themſelues in their neſtes, the which they 


make ſo cloſe, that no apze no? water map 
ſcare them, they lye hidden and ſleepe all 
the whole winter, yea ſire 02 ſeuen mone⸗ 


thes withoute anye meate, rollinge them 


ſelues rounde like vnto a hedgehogge, the 
inbabitants obſerue and marke the place 
ok their neſtes, and digge the earth, vntill 
they come vnto theim, where they finde 
theym ſo oppꝛeſſed with deepe ſleape that 


they carrye them and their neſtes to theyz 


houſes, and there do they not wake — 
er 
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fle tit be winter. excepte they be beate 
po  irteat fyer, 02 warme beames of 
heſtune. There be commonlpe found in 
1 one neſt 7.9. oz 13+Where any of them be 
l ker ite tanie at home, and be reſtrapned fro 
{cray eping and vnbermyning þ earth, there 
_Iþe-vp and carry to thetr neſtes e⸗
